The building at HG Broadway, oppo- 


site liif foot of Mann avenue, owned 
by Joseph Bush and occupied by tw< 
stores aud a tenement, was badly dam 
aged by (ire Thursday afternoon, th< 
south side of the building being almost 
completely destroyed. It looked for a 
time as if more than the one structure 
was doomed as tbe flre was located in a 
iiest of small wooden buildings which 
caught flre repeatedly. O« lug to the 
good work of the firemen the surround 
ing property escaped with less dam 
age than might be expected. 


Tbe south store in the Bush build- 


ing is occupied by the tailor shop of 
V. Kravetz, and it was here that the 
fire etaried, fed no doubt by tbe naph 
tha used for cleaning. An alarm was 
ttruck on Box 21 at the No. 4 Engine 
Reuse and when the department re- 
sponded the building was a mass of 
flames, tbe worst of the flre being at 
tbe rear, where there are a number of 
small wooden buildings iu close prox- 
imity. 
Several of these were badly 


touched and tbe little narrow addition 
recently built by P. H. Morgan to his 
building ou the south was badly dam- 
aged by lire aud water. Several times 
roofs of buildings some distance away 
took lire from sparks but tbe chemical 
company took care of them. The tire- 
men had a long stubborn Sgbt before 
tbe lire was extinguished but lu about 
>u hour after the Hounding of tbe first 
alarm the recall was struck. 


The store of M, Kravetz was com- 


pletely ruined. 
The tenement ou tbe 


seeoud floor, receutly moved into by 
Louis Lack, was badly burued aud a 
tousiderable part of his furniture was 
destroyed. Tbe north store, occupied 
by a candy kltcheu, did not fare quite 
«s.badly as tbe others although at the 
rear it was badly burued and tbe Block 
was destroyed. The roof of the build 
lug was burned completely off at the 
»uth and rear.

Independence Day pasted without 


formal obeervaucelu Newport tbis year, 
tbe city couucil having failed to make 
au appropriation for tbe day. Even 
bad there been an elaborate programme 
arranged it would have been very much 
in 1*1 ff red with by the weather which 
waa very disagreeable ail day. Tbe 
frequent abowers dampened tbe ardor 
of tbe small boy even, so that the day 
wan uot so full of explosions as usual. ' 


Of course there was a very general 


closing of placet of business iu honor of 
the day, and many Newporters had 
planned to visit other cities where pa- 
triotism seemed to be more iu evidence 
but tbe raiu served to keep a large 
number at home. There were com- 
paratively few strangers iu ihe city 
and closed cars were ruu on tbe subur- 
ban lines for a large part of the day. 
In the afteruoou tbe travel waa fair 
but at uo time an heavy as it should 
have been ou a holiday. 


It has been many years since New- 


port has allowed the Fourth to pass 
without at least tbe ringing of the 
church bells for a half-hour three limes 
a day but this year there was uo appro- 
priation aud consequently uo ring. 
The gun squad of the Newport Artil- 
lery Company lirecl. the' customary Bit. 
lutes at the expen.se of Ihe Slate anil 
there were national salutes from tbe 
guns at tbe Government stations. Prac- 
tically the only other formal celebra- 
tion was the annual meeting of the 
Rhode Island • ociety of the Cincinnati 
which was held iu the old State House 
lu this city iu accordance with the con- 
stitutiou. In the eveulug the Newport 
ililltaiy Baud gave a coucorr at Touro 
Park, through tbe generosity of tbe 
city couucil, and there was a large at- 
tendance. There was but little oppor- 
tunity to enjoy tbe music, however, as 
the small boy and his firecrackers made 
much more noise than the baud. There 
were a few private displays of fireworks 
In the evening but uot on the scale of 
previous years. Late at night a few 
young men badau impromptu celebra- 
tion with giant crackers on Washing- 
ton square which attracted quite a 
crowd. 


At the Government stations here tbe 


day was observed by a suspension of 
all except necessary duties. The custo- 
mary salutes were fired aud the bands 
)iayed. At the raining Station there 
was au elaborate programme of sports 
ou land aud water. A ball game bad 
been scheduled with the Atteboro team

eather it was called off aud the visit- 
s oMd uot put iu au appearance.

During • brltk thunder storm on 


Saturday afternoon lightning struck at 
the beach and temporarily stuuued 
three persona tbcre, tbelr couditkin be- 
ing such tbat It waa found Dtcmury to 
remove them to tb* Newport Hoapltal 
for treatment where they subsequently 
recovered. Oibcn were somewhat af- 
fected by tbe shock but not sufficiently 
to require medical attention. 


Saturday afteruoou there was a large 


crowd of strangers at the beach, a num- 
ber of different excursions being In. A 
shower came up suddenly out of the 
west aud all sought shelter from the 
rain uuder the piazzas aud covered 
walk. There were several sharp flashes 
of lightning and tbeu came oue bril- 
liant flash aud a loud report which 
startled those on the beach. In a mo- 
ment, three persons were found lying uu- 
cousclouaon tbe board walk—Mrs. Will- 
iam Nichols, Mr. Fred.Tickles and his 
daughter, Miss Ada Pickles, all of Uria- 
tol. Hospital Steward Caldwell of tbe 
Training .Station hastened to Die scene 
anil directed the work 'of reviving 
them. Miss Pickles suffered from di- 
rect cuiitaci with the ligntuiug and 
was badly burned aud bruised as well 
as shucked, while tbe others were mere- 
ly shucked. The ambulance was sum- 
moned aud nil three were removed t 
the hospital. Mr. Pickles and Mr.-, 
Nichols were soou discharged but Mis 
I'ickles required louger treatment.

flre to the structure. An alarm wae 
rung lu from Box 71 but ioug before 
the apparatus had arrived tbe fire was 
out and the recall was struck. 


In the evening there was another 


sharp shower that pasted over the city 
It lasted for quite a long time and the 
lightning was very brilliant, beiug fol- 
lowed closely by the thunder. Durlug 
the progress of the shower It seemed as 
if the lightning would do more damage 
than during the afternoon but none 
was reported. 


Jax Assessment. 


Tbe tax assessors did not succeed iu 


making the assessment this year as 
large as it was last, the total valuatioa 
being nearly $9,000,000 smaller than 
last year. The loss IB all on persona 
property, there being a slight increase lu 
tbe value of real estate. The assessors 
found real estate at $36,001,600, an in- 
crease of £554.500; personal property 
amounting to §11,811,300, a loss of $9, 
863,300; giving a total valuation of $47,- 
812,900, as compared with $56,626,700 
last year. The tax rate is §1.20 ou 
$1000, the same as last year, giving this 
year a tax of 5573.754.80, a loss of $105,- 
765.60 from last year's tax. 
It must be 


remembered however that tbe tax de- 
partment were obliged to make large 
reductions from last year's assessment 
as much of It was not collectible. 


The appropriations of the city coun- 


cil were made ou tbe basis of a slight 
reduction from last year's tax and tbe 
large loss means a considerable over- 
draft before tbe municipal year Is com- 
pleted. 


The time for tbe collection of the tax 


is two weeks later than utual—from 
July 15th to September loth.

life Dec. 4 last than by any previous 
session of our national lawinaklof 
body. Not counting the many acts fa- 
vorably reported to or passed by either 
Irancta and left In a state of suspended 
animation, tbelr fate to be determined 
by tbe next session, the amount and 
character of new laws enacted max* 
the Fifty-ninth congress the milestone 
of a new era In tbe history of Ameri- 
can institutions. 


The day of tbe nation has come; 


state and local powers are on tbe wane 
or In small favor. Commercial and In- 
dustrial concentration having brought 
about new opportunities for abuse of 
privilege, and the muck rakers Inlying 
waked up the public mind to the vari- 
ous existing evils, President Roosevelt 
found In this congress workable soil 
for the growth of federal powers in 
dealing with those evils. The impress 
of the president's mind was given to 
all th« more Important remedies adopt- 
ed. Neither friend nor foe in the polit- 
ical arena will question the statement 
that tbe work of the session bears the 
Kooseveltlan stamp, although the Dem- 
ocrats all along have pointed out that 
the president waa merely camping 
along the trail blazed by their party 
platforms. Nevertheless the president's 
party, being In the majority at both 
ends of the capltol, has either taken 
the credit or been forced to assume re- 
sponsibility for what was done, even 
when aided by Democratic votes.

In the senate the Hepburn bill was 


^ destined to run the gantlet of fierce 


opposition from a conservative faction 
of the Republicans led by Aldrich and 
Foraker and become the football of 
personal and party bickerings over a 
period of Uiree months. Tbe main point 
of the dispute was the question of n 
broad or narrow court review pro- 
vision, and at oue time, after the presl 
dent's political and personal enemy, 
Tillrnan, had been placed in charge of 
the measure, there was a tncit coalition 
between tlie president and the minority. 
Later, however, tlie president accepted 
the compromise Allison amendment, 
upon which his party associates had 
agreed, vesting jurisdiction in the cir- 
cuit courts to enjoin, set aside, annul 
or suspend any order of the commis- 
sion on appeal of the carrier concerned. 
It was at tills time that the Democratic 
leaders charged the president witb bad 
faith on the strengh of representations 
said to have been made through es- 
Senator Chandler. 
Finally the bill, 


witb sixty-seven amendments, passed 
the senate May 18 by a vote of 71 to 3. 
Still further changes were made In 
conference thereafter. Tne senate con- 
ferees held out against the house pro- 
posal to drop the clause placing pipe 
lines under federal control. As this 
was finally agreed to by senate and 
house, the pipe lines are to be regard- 
ed as common carriers, but are not 
prohibited from carrying their own 
products. Railroad and railway mail 
employees are exempted from the anti- 
pass amendment. Tbe president sign- 
ed the bill June 20. 


Investigations and Inspections.

The house was the first to so on rec- 


ord in favor of tie lock type for the 
Panama canal, and the senate followed 
suit June 21, 3ti to 31.

and in this the house agreed. 


On Jan. 27 the house adopted the bill 


authorizing the construction of the 
Lnke Erie and Ohio ship canal, and on 
June 18 it passed the senate, 41 to 11. 


After standing pat against the on- 


slaughts of the tariff revisionists dur- 
ing most of the session the majority 
permitted the passage of the bill plac- 
ing denatured alcohol on the free list. 
This Is expected to be a great benefit 
to many industries requiring power 
machines or vehicles. 


Another bill which strengthens the 


arm of the executive In striking at the 
predatory trusts by preventing corpo- 
rations from getting Immunity because 
of testimony before a government bu- 
reau becomes a law. 


Labor interests, though angered at 


the failure of the eight hour bill to 
even come to a vote, were pleased 
somewhat by the passage of the em- 
ployers' liability act making Interstate 
carriers liable for Injuries to employees 
In the absence of prescribed safety ap- 
pliances and regulations.

Uncle Sam's Kit Expemst Account. 
Just before the close of the session 


It became apparent that the total of 
appropriations to carry on the govern- 
ment for the next fiscal year would bo 
somewhere In the neighborhood of 
$900,000,000. At this writing the exact 
figures have not been officially report- 
ed. It is customary for each party to 
insert in the record a week or two 
after the end of the. session a statement 
of the appropriations and its own ex- 
planation thereof. This. total recalls the 
outcry that was made only fifteen 
years ago, when the Fifty-first con- 
gress, under Reed's speakership, appro- 
priated a little over ?1.000,000,000 in 
the two years of Its existence, lleply 
Ing to the criticism that It was a "bil- 
lion dollar congress," Reed said, "It 
Is a billion dollar country." Even the 
.Fifty-fifth 
congress, which covered 


much of the Spanish war expenses, 
spent only $1,553,000,000 in its two 
years; hence, at the pace set by this 
first session, the Fifty-ninth congress 
Is certain to outstrip all Its predeces- 
sors In the matter of public expendi- 
tures. To the criticism of tbe minority 
the dominant party replies that the 
country bas grown In all directions. As 
a matter of fact, the numerous Investi- 
gations and federal Inspections provid- 
ed for have added largely to the cost 
of government.

"It is proper for me to say that in 30 


years' service in the house of repre- 
sentatives its membership bus .never 
been more able, more industrious or 
more devoted to the performance of its

to close. The differences at times have 
been sharp and decisive, but I take 
pleasure in saying that at all times in 
our deliberations courtesy has abound- 
ed, and that our differences have been 
sincere from the individual and from 
•the party standpoint. 


"No session of congress has, in my 


Judgment, for 30 years accomplished so 
much that I* valuable in legislation for 
the best interests of nil the people as 
.has been enacted during the present 
session. 1 believe that this will be the 
verdict of history. 


"I trust that during the vacation you 


may remain in health and return to 
your duties in December next with re- 
newed strength." 


The gavel came down with a whack,

UNCLE SAM AS ARBITER 


Mas Already Taken Steiw to

President of Guatemala 


Washington, July 8.—Guatemala and 


Salvador are making overtures for the 
arbitration of their troubles resulting 
from the alleged activity of Salvador in 
•upport of the revolutionary movement 
•gainst President Cabrera of Guate- 
mala and It is likely that the United 
States will be selected us the country 
to act as peacemaker. 


The state department has been ad- 


vised of the desire of the two countries, 
which are almost at the point of mak- 
ing war against each other, to have 
their differences settled by arbitration, 
and although formal negotiations have 
.not been made as j'et, there seems to be 
but little doubt that an amicable settle- 
ment of the points of difference will be 
finally effected through arbitration. 


At the first intimation of outside in- 


terference in Guatemalan affairs 
the 


state department sent the Marblehead 
from Panama to prevent meddling, and 
Mexico and the United States both 
made it clear that they would look with 
disfavor upon any combination 'of any 
Central American powers to overthrow 
President 
Cabrera 
of 
Guatemala. 


When the position of the United States 
became known Salvador announced the 
appointment of a special envoy to pre- 
sent the Salvadorean position to Amer- 
ican authorities and prevent any seri- 
ous international complications. The 
state department has been advised of 
the departure of Mr. Pacus, the special 
envoy, for this country, but it is not be- 
lieved that he will arrive in Washington 
for several weeks, because of the diffi- 
culties of reaching this country from 
Salvador.

No prediction can he made safely as

If any conjecture is warrant- 
ed, it is merely that regions which are 
known to have contracted the earth- 
quake habit are, on the whole, more 
likely to quake in the future than are 
regions which have long been free from 
seismic disturbances. No part of the 
continent seems less likely to be shak- 
en than the Mississippi basin.

Keuo 
marched dowu tbe creek. His cross- 
ing of tiie river and his suddeu ap- 
pearance before the tepees of the Sioux 
was as much a surprise to him as it 
was to tbe Indians. His'' attack was 
weak; be was repulsed aud bis small 
command retreated in disorder through 
the timber, recrossiug tbe river where 
they took up a safe position iu the 
Mull's opposite the scene of tbe engage- 
ment, with but a haudfull of Indians 
\ratchiug a few hours until night. At 
this time tbe ludiaus kuew uothiug of 
the division of Ouster's torces. When 
lieno took up his position iu the hills, 
the ludiaus intended lo wait until 
•darkness setiu tbeu, attack and fiuisb 
•him by daylight.

prised.

•tuerfore some little time after Keuo ha 
beeu pursued ou the lop of the blull 
tbat Coster's comiuaud suddellly ap 
Beared to the Sioux like au apparition 
coming Ibrough tbe dry creek bed t 
the bank of tbe river.

: Sioux, iu order to deceive him as ti 
tbeir lighting strength had erowdei 
each tepee as full of young bucks as i 
would hold.

when really we had more than eigb 
tbousuud warriors. 


It was about two hours past mid-day 


when all at once Custer's horses ant 
pack uuiiles, maddened by thirst, be 
came nnmauageable at tbe sight of 
water. Oue of the mules, curryiug 
nearly all of the extra ammunition, 
stampeded Into the river and sank al- 
most instantly in the quick-sand aud 
was lost with Us burden, which of 
course caused tbe light to eud much 
sooner than it otherwise would have 
done hud the soldiers beeu able to get 
this extra supply, but the ultimate re- 
sult would have remained tbe same. 
They could uever have won, as there 
were many ot the Indians who could 
not get iuto tbe fight. 


After Custer had. allowed his horses 


todriuk he halted bis command in a 
hollow which was protected by the in- 
lerscctiou ot tbe creek bed aud tbe bauk 
of the river, and .there, with Held 
glasses, he looked over the surround- 
ings. He could see no signs of hostility 
on the part of our,people but we bad 
hurried our womeu and children awav 
from camp iuto tbe hills at the begin- 
ning of the attack upou Jleno, aud none 
but warriors were in tte.tepees. 


We bad not Intended to attack the 


soldiers under Reno until dark, and no 
more would we bother this lot of 
soldiers until night as.the Bioux kuew 
that Custer bad halted in a place so 
well protected that had he staid there, 
he might have held us off for a few 
days. The Indians thought that this 
was Keuo who had escaped from his 


• entrenchments In the bluff's and that 
their young braves were following close 
'J the rear. The Sioux, in order to get 
'he best position, sent five h'uudred 
warriors down tbe river through the 
brush which afforded cover for them. 
Ihey crossed without Custer seeing 
them three miles below and filled the 
nages aud high places full. A large 
number were sent across the river a 
short way down aud bid under the 
"auk of Ouster's side. 
The ludiaus 


were uuw all under cover aud lay 
watching the little command of uoldlers 
>Ve could see the White Chief showiug 
-'8U3 of impatience. Through his glass

Not knowing the danger 
behind them the soldiers turned and re- 
treated up the hll|.side(still on their 
horses leaving a number of dead on 
the Held, The Indians keeping uuder 
cover the soldiers had no chance to re- 
ply with any marked effect. They 
reached tbe top of the bi;i» aud were 
headed for the protection of tbe ridges 
and gullies at a gallop,, wheu the lu- 
diaus who hud been couceale'd there 
opeued a deadly fire directly lu their 
from. Nearly a whole company was 
killed at Ilii- lire aud the soldiers fell 
hack once more into the jaws -of our 
trap as we bad planned. 


Oue otlicer, riding a veiy flue horse 


when tbe soldiers fell back burst wild- 
ly through the Indian lines aud a 
number of ludiaus gave chate, but Ins 
horse was &o frightened aud fast that 
nothing an ludiau ever rode could get 
anywhere near him.. Finally, as he 
streaked it out across the prairie, near- 
ly a mile iu tbe lead, the ludiaus gave 
it up. Sitting back oil their ponies 
they 
watched the officer aud 
tbe 


horse flying away from I hem. They 
were greatly disappoiuied. They were 
amazed- at the swiftness of the horse, 
but uot half so much so a» wheu tbe 
officer, discovering that he was out of 
tbe fight, drew his revolver aud shot 
himself through the head. Tbe horse 
slopped at ouce aud the Indians riding 
up, captured him leaving the body of 
tbe officer lying aloue where he fell. 
This horse afterwards fell iuto the 
hands of the soldiers. 


Cusier and what meu be bad left 


met with the same deadly tire iu front 
and on the river side, were uow retreat- 
iug, thN time down the second side of 
tbe fatal triangle. We drove them 
again to lower ground, tbe soldiers, 
who were very brave, fighting hard all 
the while. They tmw dismounted from 
their horses and walking, used them 
for cover as much as possible. They 
uow reached the spot where ouster met 
bis death. Here I sa>v tbe soldiers rally 
aud make their last stand. The Indians 
uow burst out from every side and 
swept dowu on tbe little band of brave 
men. They were at this time fighting 
baud to baud. The soldiers had ex- 
pouded alltlieir ammuuitlou aud died 
fighting witb their ssbiee, PurlHgall 
this Custer Was Untouched, ahfl lie 
Uiu»| have known that tbe ludiaus 
wanted to capture him alive, as uon 
of ti;em tried lo ki'l him. Hu fough 
unlil ttis Indians had closed lu abotl 
him on every side aud his meu wer 
all dowu about him, tbeu be turued 
his revolver ou himself aud fired. 


After tbat the eud was uot long iu 


coming' 
'Ibe few scattered soldiers 


were back, and where the last man 
fell it was more than • hundred yard 
from where the drat was killed. Al 
this time I was sitting on top of a bluff 
watching the fight 4 Ihort distance 
from where tbe last etautt was made 
aud where Custer fell. A ball struck 
my eye aud it ran out on my .face aud 
getting mad I started dowu to1 take a 
baud in tbe fight wueu I was told" thai 
all of the soldiers were dead. Neil 
morning we beard tbat lots of more 
soldiers were coming and we broke 
camp aud hurried North."
